With  regard  to  maternitj'’  services,  Barry  has  been  fortunate  in  the 
provision  of  in-patient  hospital  treatment  for  its  mothers.  Some  of 
Barry  babies  vrere  delivered  in  Consultant  Units  in  Cardiff,  $0%  in  the  local 
G.P.  Unit  and  only  2%,  who  for  various  reasons,  chose  to  remain  at  home  for 
delivery.  It  is  of  course  accepted  that,  together  with  good  ante-natal  care, 
100^  in-patient  delivery  should  be  the  aim  in  this  Country.

Of  the  foregoing  cases,  two  formed  a family  outbreak  being  infected 
with  salmonella  typhimurium  (phage  type  U.  239).  Two  others  were  individual 
cases  of  salmonella  typhimurium  infection,  the  phage  types  being  U.  121  and 
U.  l6U.  The  remaining  case  was  infected  by  salmonella  newport.  All  infections 
were  probably  contracted  at  home. 


IMMUNISATION 


The  Immunisation  programme  was  undertaken  by  Medical  Officers  of  the 
Local  Health  Authority  (Glamorgan  County  Council)  and  General  Practitioners 
in  the  Barry  Area. 

The  following  details  of  Immunisation  during  the  Year  have  been  kindly 
supplied  by  the  S.E.  Divisional  Health  Office  cf  the  Glamorgan  County  Council.

Vaccination  against  Sm^lpox 

Vaccinations  in  the  Area  were  undertaken  by  the  General  Practitioners 
and  the  Glamorgan  County  Council.  However,  during  the  Year,  the  Secretary 
of  State  accepted  the  advice  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  .Vaccination  and 
Immunisation  that  vapcination  against  smallpox  need  no  longer  be  recommended 
as  a routine  procedure  in  early  childhood.  This  decision  was  made  as  the 
V/orld  Health  Organisation  Smallpox  Eradication  Scheme  had  made  remarkable 
progress.  This  does  not  abolish  the  necessity  for  those  liable,  by  the 
nature  of  their  work,  to  come  in  contact  with  travellers  from  endemic  areas, 
to  maintain  their  immunity  by  regular  vaccination. 

During  the  period  under' "review  the  following  vaccinations  of  children 
under  l6  years  of  age  were  undertaken  in  Barry.

During  the  Year,  the  Department  was  called  upon,  in  one  instance, 
to  take  action  under  this  Section, 

Social  Services  for  the  Elderly 

By  the  end  of  1971,  the  Corporation  had  increased  the  number  of 
dwellings  specifically  designed  for  Old  Age  Pensioners  to  3^>  but  far 
more  units  of  this  type  are  needed  in  the  Area. 

During  the  Year,  9 men  and  32  women  from  the  Barry  area  were 
admitted  to  Community  Homes  under  the  control  of  the  Social  Services 
Department  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council.  The  Director  of  Social 
Services  (Mr.  I.R.  Jenkins)  has  also  indicated  that,  in  all,  some  131 
Barry  residents  (U6  men  and  8^  women)  are  so  accommodated. 

The  Glamorgan  County  Council  has  accommodation  within  the  Barry 
boundary  for  68  persons  and  a further  Home  is  to  be  provided  in  the 
near  future. 

At  the  end  of  the  Year,  8 men  and  28  women  from  the  Barry  Area 
were  awaiting  admission  to  Community  Homes. 

During  the  Year,  Day  Hospital  accommodation  for  the  elderly 
continued  to  be  provided  by  the  University  Hospital  of  Wales  (Cardiff) 
Hospital  Management  Committee  at  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Penarth  and  at 
Neale -Kent  Hospital,  Barry. 

During  the  Year,  the  Barry  Corporation  continued  their  long- 
standing practice  of  making  financial  grants  on  a membership  basis  to 
Old  Age  Pensioner  Organisations  in  the  Area. 

During  1971,  the  Barry  Corporation,  through  the  W.R.V.S., 
provided  a Meals  on  VJheels  Service  on  11,79U  occasions  to  house-bound 
old  people . 

The  Darby  and  Joan  Luncheon  Club  at  the  Dinam  Hall  served  6,603 
meals  to  elderly  people.  The  Luncheon  Club  is  open  for  four  days  during 
the  week. 

'The  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  continued  to  co-ordinate  the 
voluntary  and 'statutory  services  for  the  elderly  and  the  Street  Good 
Neighbour  Scheme,  instituted  some  years  ago,  has  still  continued. 

During  National  Old  People ' s.  Week,  house-bound  senior  citizens 
were  visited  and  presented  with  gifts  by  the  Mayor  and  representatives  of 
the  Committee,  whilst  those  able  to  get  about  were  provided  by  the  Council, 
through  its  Entertainments  Committee,  with  a week  of  concerts  and  whist 
drives  at  the  Barry  Memorial  Hall.  The  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee 
assisted  in  this  project  by  providing  transport  to  return  those  attending 
to  their  own  homes. 
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Abbeyfield  (Barry)  Society  , 

The  Society  continued  to  maintain  two  Houses,  providing  total 
accommodation  for  lJU  individuals. 

Chiropody  Service 

This  Service  is  provided  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

At  the  end  of  1971?  there  were  1,220  patients  on  the  Register 
and,  during  the  Year,  2,736  treatments  xrore- given  at  the  Clinics  and 
l,lU3  treatments  in  the  patients'  own  homes. 

Holiday  Schemes 

Holiday  relief  schemes  are  provided  when  possible  by  both  the 
Hospital  and  Social  Service  Departments.  These  are  supplemented  in 
Barry  by  Holiday  and  Convalescent  Schemes  provided  by  the  Barry  Nursing 
and  Samaritan  Associaticn. 

National  Blood  Transfusion  Service 

Six  donation  cessions  for  the  General  Public  of  Barry  and  District 
were  held  during  1971?  the  calling  of  donors  being  arranged  by  the  Public 
Health  Department.  838  donations  were  received  at  these  sessions,  this 
figure  including  92  new  donors. 

Additional  sessions  were  arranged  by  the  National  Blood  Transfusion 
Service  for  special  groups  in  the  Area,  resulting  in  a further  687 
donations  (including  130  nex7  donors). 

The  many  blood  donors  of  Barry  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the 
increasing  support  given  to  this  most  important  Service. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 

Water 

All  Barry  houses  are  provided  with  water  direct  from  the  public 

mains . 

The  public  water  supply  to  this  Area  is  maintained  by  Cardiff 
Corporation  and  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  in  quantity  but  from 
time  to  time,  problems  have  arisen  due  to  discolouration  of  the  supply 
by  inert  deposits  leading  to  local  complaints  of  'dirty  water'  in  taps. 
All  complaints  were  investigated  but  bacteriological  results  proved 
satisfactory.  The  Water  Board  followed  up  xvLth  mains  flushing. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  supply  to  the  Barry  Area  contains 
less  than  0.2  parts  per  million  of  fluoride  whilst  the  recommended 
level  for  prevention  of  dental  caries  is  one  part  per  million. 

During  the  Year,  U chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  were 
taken.  12  bacteriological  samples  proved  unsatisfactory  and  follow-up 
samples  were  taken  in  these  instances.

Rivers  and  Streams 

There  are  no  ri'*ers  or  streams  of  any  size  in  the  area. 


Swimming  Pool 

The  swimming  pool;  which  is  1-^  million  gallons  in  size,  is  of  the 
open-air  type  with  a turnover  period  of  12  hours . 

Breakpoint  chlorination  gives  a completely  satisfactory  water  with 
a mininram  residual  over  breakpoint  of  one  part  per  million  in  the 
heaviest  bathJ.rig  loads  (x%Thich  are  often  in  excess  of  5^000  admissions 
to  the  Pool  daily) . 

Regi-ilar  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  are  undertaken  from 
the  shallow  and  deep  ends  of  the  Pool  with  uniformly  satisfactory  results. 
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In  addition,  swimming  pools  are  provided  at  the  Glamorgan  College 
of  Education  and  at  Eutlin's  Holiday  Camp.  Regular  sampling  was 
undertaken  of  these  Pools.  All  samples  at  the  Glamorgan  College  of 
Education  were  satisfactory.  Results  from  the  two  Pools  at  Butlin's 
varied.  On  investigation,  this  was  found  to  be  due  to  the  intermittent 
nature  of  the  chlorination  procedures  and  the  Company  was  advised  of 
the  need  for  continuous  operation  of  the  chlorinating  plant. 

A children's  paddling  pool  is  maintained  by  the  Corporation  in 
the  East  end  of  the  Town.  Samples  were  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  disposal  of  sevzage  is  to  the  sea  by  means  of  two  foreshore 
low-water  outfalls,  one  (partially  treated)  serving  the  Eastern  area 
together  with  pai’ts  of  the  adjoining  Cardiff  Rural  District,  and  the 
other  (untreated)  the  Western  area  of  the  Borough. 

Sev/age  disposal,  for  Sully  Hospital  is  also  to  the  sea,  untreated, 
by  way  of  a separate  outfall  vrhich  discharges  at  the  low  water  mark  and 
at  a point  located  a s;:ort  distance  outside  the  boundary  of  this  Area. 

Consultancs  are  investigating  the  main  sewerage  system  of  the  Town, 
including  the  construction  of  new  long  sea  outfalls. 

One  small  treatment  works  at  the  western  end  of  the  Tom  serves 
about  35  houses.  Apart  from  a few  farmsteads  and  outlying  houses,  all 
other  premises  are  connected  with  the  public  sewer. 

Factories  Act,  196], 

171  inspections  were  made  to  the  II4.6-;;-  factories,  etc.,  on  the 
Register.  -Jc-This  figure  includes  I1.I4.  factories  situated  on  the  dockside.

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  area. 

Seamen's  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  2 seamen's  lodging  houses  in  the  district,  registered 
to  accommodate  35  seamen.  The  houses  are  well  kept  and  regulated,  and 
are  subject  to  constant  supervision. 

Caravan  Sites 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Year,  there  were  two  sites  in  the  Borough 
in  respect  of  vzhich  licences  were  issued  . One  site  had  a seasonal  licence 
which  expired  in  April,  1971,  concurrently  with  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council  planning  consent  but  the  site  operated  during  the  Year  pending 
determination  of  the  planning  application. 

The  other  site  is  licensed  to  station  caravans  throughout  the  year 
- the  permitted  number  being  23.  By  the  end  of  the  Year,  the  remaining 
caravans  had  been  I’educed  to  19  and  no  new  caravans  are  permitted  on 
the  site.

Slum  Clearance 

Activities  connected  with  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses  using  the 
provisions  of  Part  III  of  the  Housing  Act,  19^7,  continued  throughout 
1971. 

The  13  di-rellings  that  comprised  the  Barry  (U7-71  Odd  Numbers) 
Thompson  Street)  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  (No.h),  1968,  were  demolished 
during  the  year  leaving  the  site  free  for  re -development. 

The  joint  public  local  enquiry  into  the  objections  to  three 
Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  made  during  1970  was  held  early  in  1971. 

The  Compulsorj’’  Purchase  Orders  cover  , six  Clearance  Areas  together 
with  added  lands  and  are  knovm  as 

(1)  The  Barry  (Hirwain  Street)  Compulsory  .Purchase  Order  (No.^),

Later  in  the  year,  notification  was  received  that  the  Secretary  of 
State  had  confirmed  the  Orders  without  Amendment.  The  Orders  involved 
a total  of  74  houses,  I;.?  being  classified  as  unfit  for  human  habitation 
and  27  as  fit. 

During  the  ;year,  houses  in  Kingsland  Crescent,  Dock  View  Road  and 
Coronation  Street  were  inspected  and  represented  to  Council  with  a 
recommendation  that  they  be  included  in  two  Clearance  Areas. 

Subvsequently,  two  Clearance  Orders  comprising  in  all  17  houses 
were  made  and  su.bmj.tted  to  the  Secretaiy  of  State  for  confirmation  as 
The  Barry  (Kingsland  Crescent)  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  (No.l),  1971, 
and  The  Barry  (Dock  View  Road/Coronation  Street)  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  (No.2),  1971. 

Formal  objections  have  been  made  against  the  Orders  and  a local 
piiblic  Enquiry  will  be  held  early  in  1972 . 

The  t'uo  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  mads  during  the  year  involved  a 
total  of  25  families  occupying  13  houses  and  the  Local  Authority  made 
the  obligatory  Statutory  Undertakings  to  rehouse  a total  of  96  persons.

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Rodent  Control 


Rodent  control  has  been  exercised  in  this  area  since  the  Rats  and 
^'^.ce  Destruction  Act,  1919,  and  the  Corooration  have  had  a pest  officer 
in  their  service  since  the  Act  came  into  operation.  Complaints  received 
are  immediately  investigated  and  the  methods  recommended  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  are  followed.  The  1971  Return  to  the 
Ministry  is  set  out  as  follows  :

Again  thi’oughout  1971,  the  MOUSE  continued  to  be  the  main  problem 
facing  the  Council's  Pest  Officei*  and  Alphachloralose  used  in  conjunction 
with  various  base  baits  the  main  method  of  effecting  control. 


In  dealing  with  mouse  infestations,  it  has  been  found  necessary 
on  a limited  number  of  occasions  to  revert  to  the  use  of  the  acute 
poisons  to  clear  premises  of  mice  when  and  vxhere  particular  difficulties 
in  effecting  a clearance  have  been  met. 

Fcr  the  first  time,  the  treatment  of  the  Town's  Sewer  System  for 
the  destruction  of  rats  was  under  the  control  of  the  Health  Department 
using  the  services  of  the  Borough  Engineer's  sewermen  organised  into  two 
teams  and  serviced  by  the  Public  Heal'bli  Inspecuors  and  the  Pest  Officer. 

The  treatment  carried  out  in  September/October,  during  a period 
when  rainfall  was  almost  totally  absent,  enabled  an  accurate  assessment 
of  the  rodent  infestation  in  the  sewers  to  be  obtained,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  effective  measures  were  taken  to  substantially  reduce  the  rat 
population. 

It  should  be  recorded  that  rat  infestation  in  the  sewers  only 
exists  in  isolated  pockets. 
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Control  of  Feral  Pigeons 

During  the  Year,  two  successful  treatments  were  carried  out  under 
fiinistry  of  Agriculture  licence  and  supervision. 

‘ However,  many  large  flocks  of  feral  pigeons  are  to  be  seen 
roosting  on  buildings  in  various  parts  of  the  Town  causing  much  fouling 
and  damage.  The  public  would  be  we].l  advised  to  avoid  encouraging  the 
proliferation  of  these  pests  in  the  interest  of  the  public  health . 

Public  Cleansing 

A once  weekly  kerbside  collection  of  household  refuse,  using 
plastic  sacks  as  bin  liners,  jn  in  operation.  The  sacks  are  loaded  into 
a compression  type  collection  vehicle  and  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping . 

This  system  is  proving  satisfactory  and  the  Engineer’s  Department 
reviews  the  system  ccntinuousjy  with  the  aim  of  increased  efficiency. 

However,  the  incv easing  volume  of  refuse  is  causing  concern  to  the 
Authority  and  is  creating  proble.ms  in  the  provision  of  tipping  sites 
and  proper  control.

Generally  it  has  been  found  in  this  District  that  incoming  occupiers^, 
of  premises  have  been-unaware  of  their  obligations  to  register  under  the 
Act  when  they  employ  staffs  but  regular  visits  of  inspection  together  * 
•with-  intimate  local  knowledge  of  the  Borough  has  enabled  all  premises 
which  come,  yithin  the  provisions  of  the  Act  to  be  registered.  J 

Contraventions  of  the  Act  are  in  the. main  found  to  be  centred  around! 
the  following  ^ 

(a)  the  content  of  first-aid  boxes  not  being  maintained  to  the  ! 

full  standard^  1 

(b)  the 'Abstract  of  the  Act  being  mislaidj 

(c)  the  state  of  cleanliness  of  walls  and  ceilings  becoming 

unsatisfactory  in  work  rooms  and  in  compartments  ; 

containing  washing  facilities  and  water  closets.  I 

In  every  case,  it  has  been  found  that  compliance  with  the  Act  and  I 

its  associated  Regulations  has  been  obtained  by  means  of  discussions  1 

with  the  occupiers  and/or  by  the  service  of  suitably  worded  intimation  j 
notices.  Also,  vxhen  and  where  necessary,  such  follow-up  action  as  ^ 

required  has  been  carried  out  to  ensure  that  contraventions  are  \ 

satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  those  in  default.  ^ 

With  regard  to  proposals  for  new  premises  and  the  alteration  of  > 

existing  buildings,  it  is  the  practice  to  examine  all  plans  submitted  i 

to  the  local  authority  for  Building  Regulation  or  Planning  Approval, 
in  the  light  of  the  requirements  of  'O.S.R.A.'. 

It  has  been  found  in  practice  that  architects  and  developers  have  ! 
readily  accepted  any  advice  proffered  and  in  this  way  many  potential  | 

structural  contraventions  of  the  Act  have  been  satisfactorily  resolved 
at  the  planning  stage  to  the  benefit  of  all  concerned.  ■ 

The  Measurement  of  Air  Pollution 

* 

The  operation  of  the  apparatus  sited  at  V/oodlands  House,  Woodlands 
Road,  for  the  volumetric  measurement  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
continued  throughout  the  year  in  collaboration  with  the  Warren  Spring  ^ 
Laboratory. 

The  year's  results  further  confirmed  the  previous  findings  that  J 
smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  levels  in  the  central  area  of  the  town  were  I 
extremely  low  at  all  times  and  under  the  widely  varying  atmospheric  |j 

conditions  that  are  experienced  over  the  period  of  twelve  months.  9 

Smoke  Abatement  a 

Constant  vigilance  is  exorcised  in  the  monitoring  of  the  area  for 
air  pollution  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  incidents  involving  ’9 
emission  of  dark  smoke  were  observed  during  the  year.  1 

Two  complaints  of  smoke  nuisance  from  garden  bonfires  were  j 

satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  informal  means.  j 


Noise  Abatement  Act,  I960 


Complaints  of  disturbance  at  night-time  due  to  noise  were  received 
from  occupiers  of  property  situated  at  the  Eastern  extremity  of  Barry 
Island  in  close  proximity  to  the  Dry  Docking  facility. 

The  noise  and  incidentally  dust  emissions  resulted  from  the  process 
of  grit  blasting  carried  on  only  at  night-time  on  vessels  having  their 
tanks ,_c leaned  prior  to  treatment  with  special  paint. 

Extensive  and  detailed  investigations  were  carried  out,  particularly 
at  night,  and  in  consequence  it  was  considered  that  the  grit  blasting 
which  involved  the  use  of  many  large  capacity  mobile  air  compressors  was 
creating  a noise  nuisance. 

As  the  result  of  informal  representations  made  to  the  management  of 
the  ship  repair  yard  and  meetings  with  their  representatives  and  the  Dock 
Management,  the  dry  docking  of  tankers  for  tank  treatment  involving  grit 
blasting  was  discontinued  and  the  nuisance  ceased. 

Normal  day  and  night-time  functioning  of  the  Port  does  not  give  rise 
to  complaint.
